CAJfIXE LITIGATION. 


The Suprama Court Decides a Dojf Cac« 


From Loin»;aoa. 


Washington, April 27— The United 


States supreme couit decided a case 
involving a claim Cor damages for kill- 
ins a dog which had made its -way 
from t%e l!ff»-er courts of New Orleans 
tliroiiigh th« ToTibus phases of litiga- 
tion to "be finally decided here ta. op- 
iKWltion to the claim. Th« suit 'vrta 
Instlisntea Tjy George W Sentoell, Jr., 
against the New Orleans and Carroil- 
ton •Railr'csid company. The dog, a 
Newfoundland, valued at 
|200, -was 


killed 'by a car owned fey the railroad. 


The case turned up oa the valid- 


ity of an act of the Louisiana 
legislature rseognizing dogs as per- 
sonal property only when placed opon 
the assessment rolls. In, this case the 
dog Was not assessed. Justice Broyn 
delivered Ch« opinion of the ctmrt, 
sustaining the <scrastitutionalitT of the 
law and refusing damages. Justice 
Brown laid dwvn. the law in regard to 
dogs in general in the following 
terms 
"The verj fact that they are 


•witajwut •protetetton of criminal toy.' 
shows that property In dogs is of an 
imperfect or ^qualified' nature, and that 
th^y atand, as jt wpre, 'between ani- 
ma!1; ~?s~rzr y.-i**a~v?, TO vnirli ~~itii stiTo- 
daed, there is no property, and do- 
mestic animals, m w-tth the right 'at 
property is complete. They are not 
considered as ibelng upon She same 
plane -with torses, cattle, sh.ee-p a-nd 
other domestica'ted animals, but ra'lher 
in tile category or cats, monkeys,, par- 
rots, staging 'birds and similar ani- 
mals kept Tor pleasure, curiosity . or 
caprice."

HERO OF APPOMATTOX 


With tk» year fallo-wing the crea- 


tion of the Oraat Monument associa- 
tion, proBsintnt architects -were re- 
quested to submit designs for a monu- 
mental tomb, but because of the gen- 
eral desir* to obtain a design which 
should at once b« a work of art, pic- 
turesque to the popular eye. and dur- 
able enough to last through aces, it 
was not until September. ISSft, that 
tic plan* of I. H. Duncan of New 
YorV \vere acepied by the association, 
and on the anniversary 
of General 


Grant's binhday in 2S91 ground was 
broken, with appropriate ceremonies 
for the construction-of a tomb to cost 
between $300.000 and tCOO.OOO. 


Ic 1S92 a'growing sentiment that the 


remains should have been deposited in 
the National cemetery resulted finally 
in the Introduction of a bill in con- 
gress by which the removal was to 
have been made from New York to 
Washington. 


Prominent citizens became alive to 


the situation aad an organized incre- 
ment resulted in the- election of Gen- 
eral Horace Porter, who had been 
Grant's chief of staff, as president of 
the Grant Monument association. This 
•was in February and within 60 days 
$559.000 had been raised. 
I»lcr<»e»t In th« Old Tomb An*. 8, 1883. 


Sixteen days after des.th the body of 


General Grant was laid, on Aug. S, 
18S5, 
in the temporary vault in River- 


side park. At least half a million 
spectators gathered in the streets to 
•watch the long procession escorting 
the body to the tomb. 
The republic 


had never seen so great a funeral cor- 
tege as that •which assembled to do 
honor to the remains o£ the dead com- 
mander and president. 


The pallbearers were: General Wil- 


liam T. Shermaa. General J. E. Johns- 
ton, the southern soldier; 
General 


Phil Sheridan, General 
Simon B. 


Buckner of the 
former Confederate 


army; George W. ChHds and Anthony 
J. Drexel, Admirals Porter and Wor- 
d«n. Oliver Hoyt and 
George Jones. 


Generals John A. Logan and General 
S.-Bout-well. It was the grandest me- 
morial pageant the world had seen 
since that of 1852 -when the Duke of 
'W-elli-ng'-'o-n "was buried. 


A "wreath'Of oak leaves made by the 


children in the woods of Mount Mc- 
Gregor was placed upon the purple 
casket and the bugler sounded the 
"rest"- call. 
There 
was 
profound 


stillness "as Bishop Harris read 
a 


prayer and Parson Ne\vman followed 
with a portion of the funeral service 
of the Methodist church. The ritual 
of the Grand Army was road and fol- 
lowed by a trumpeter of the regular 
army sounding "taps." the last call o? 
the camp, by the side of the casket. 
It was the final scene. General Sher- 
m'an cried outright.-General Sheridan 
and Genera.! Johnston and other not«d 
m«a gave; way to -tears' iwhlle thBu- 
sa-nils of veterans and onlookers conic! 
not restrain their grief. 


She Old X\.rab. 


The old tomb of General Grant—a 


squat little brick-built affair which 
was intended as a temporary resting 
place for the beuy and held it for al- 
niost 12 years—stands as a woeful con- 
trast to the new tomb in -which the re- 
mains are to rest for all time. The 
two—the old tomb and .the new—stand 
close together, almost side by side. 


On a little knoll, which was always 


the first apot in the vicinity to tell of 
the approach of spring and the last to 
take on the-garb of winter, the tem- 
porary tomb stands. The first touch 
of work done upon it was on Tuesday, 
July 2S, 1SS5, five days alter the death 
of General Grant. 


There is a granite base with -wails 


three feet thick of .black and 
red 


brick rising above it until they finish 
in a top of blue stone. Then a granite 
keystone and a barrel roof. Very sim- 
ple, yet substantial, as has been shown 
In the passing years. 


In length the structure is 17 feet, in 


width, IS feet 4 inches, in heighth 21 
feet. The tomb was declared finished 
shortly after .noon on Friday, Aug. 7, 
and the steel casing having been set 
on the piers, everything was in readi- 
ness for the placing of the coffin in it 
on the following day. 


Through the grated door mourner!* 


and sightseers looked into the dingy 
interior, saw the case of steel with its 
one light point at front where \vas the 
Inscription in letters of silver;

During the 11 years and

months that the body of Genera! Grant 
was in the teniparary totnb it was en- 
closer!, in three coffins. There, was one 
of copper and cedar, one of polished 
cedar* and one of steel. The two first 
are now sealed in the sarcophagus 
Vviiioh 53'ili uio crypt of the new tomb, 
the_ steel casket having been removed. 
Its place has been taken by five tons 
of solid granite. 


The first coffin is air tight and is 


considered indestructable. It is six 
feet long and the outer case of cedav 
is covered with black cloth. The me- 
tfilic interior is copper, highly pol- 
ished, and is one-eighth of an inch 
thick. The frame and portals are of 
solid silver. 


The second coffin is solid cedar and) 


serves as n strong protector for the 
first. Inside it is lined heavily with 
lead, outside it is highly pollshsd. with

of 38 feet, is a 25-fcKX opeuing directly 
over the crypt beneath. The interior 
of the monument is cross shaped and 
the four comer arches are 50 few. 
above the floor. On these' arches rests 
an open gallery with an inner diam- 
eter of 40 feet, which is apryroaehefl by 
two fircalar corner stairways, eatrls 
with 69 stops. 


Above the gallery extends tihe pan- 


nelled dome. 105 feet aiove tiie &>z?. 
and below through the opening car. Ls 
seen ih-e lover iic-or, and ;£ti!! lower 
the crypt with the sarcophagus. 


The pendentires formed between the 


circular dome and the art-ties are dec- 
orated in high relief sculpture, em- 
blematic of the military and civic i;f?

JUverside park is, in-clecd, a fitting 


place for the tomb of a hero. Kestied 
on the banks of the Hudson, 'it seems 
to lilt itself up front the smoke aiiU 
griaie of tho scenes below to a purer 
afcaiosphcre. 


The new Columbia university biiil<l- 


ings on the heights to the east c4 the 
park are of great architectural beauty.- 
Near rhem is the new Barnard collego. 
Just beyond on "che elevation of M'orn- 
ingside heights is the Teachers' col- 
lege. St. Luke's hospital also over- 
looks these heights and at night its 
many lighted windows shlae like some 
bea-venly consteltstion. 


Some of the heights will be crowned 


with the aew .Pro-tearar.t Kpisiwpal ca- 
thedrrt.1 of St. John thf» Divine, -which 
far size and grandeur promises to sur- 
pass anything on this continent an'd 
to r'lval the ancient cathedrals oi 
Europe. 


The area of Uie park is about 177 


acres, and its exact "location is on trae 
bank- of the North river from Soveniy- 
seco-nd Street tn where One Hundred 
an"d Fourth street would out through.

Be it ordained by the city council

city be issued In the sum of ninety- 
eight thousand (198,000) dollars, for 
the purpose of providing a fund for 
the purchase of grounds for park 
purposes, for enclosing, improving,

Section 2. Said bonds shall be

Section 4. There shall be levied 


by the city cou=ei! of the city of 
Lima, Ohio, each and every year, a 
sum sufficient to meet the interest on 
said bonds, and by its accumulations 
to provide for meeting the principal 
as the same may from time to time 
mature. 


Section 5. The proceeds of said 


bonds shall be placed in the city 
treasury to the credit of a fund to be 
named the "Park Fund," and shall 
be used for the purpose of providing 
park grounds and enclosing, improv- 
ing, adorning and embellishing the 
siine. 


Section 6. Said bonds shtll be 


signed by the mayor, who is hereby 
charged with the details of preparing 


d offering the issue, under rl^.-t^ 


or the city, countersigned by the city 
clerk, and shall be sold in the manner 
provided by law for the sale ot muni- 
cipal bonds. 


Section 7. This ordinance shall

Bain ID a. Battle. 


Engineering reports L. Errera as de- 


scribing in Terre et Ciel a very simple 
method of producing rain, not- of water, 
but of alcohol, and the winds which ac- 
company its formation. A glass cylinder 
about 8 inches high and 4 inches in 
diameter is half filled with alcohol of 
92 per cent, the cylinder being covered 
with an ordinary china saucer and slow- 
ly heated in a water bath, so that the 
whole becomes warm without beginning 
to boil. The -vessel is then taken oat of 
the bath and placed on a table, whoa 
vapors soon, begin to condense on tlie 
saucer, clouds form and tiny regtilar 
drops fall down in vertical lines into 
the alcohol. The drops have an average 
diameter of forty or fifty millionths of 
a millimeter, but vary in size, the rain 
continuing for hall an hour.. The upper 
part- soon deal's,; and the condensation 
takes place' some distance below the 
saucer. As one side of the cylinder will 
not rarely be a little colder than the 
other, ascending currents can often be 
noticed on the one side, descending on 
the other. If the warm part is cooled, 
the currents change direction.

FISH AS FOOD. 


The Dark I« Better Than the Whits Tsr 


an Active Person. 


Sirs. S. T. Rorer, in The .Ladies' 


Home Journal, contends tbat there lias 
not been a sufficiently accurate analysis 
upon which to base any table regarding 
the chemical composition of fish at all 
reliable. "Tho albuminoid matter in 
white fish, as cod, haddock and halibut, 
is in about the same proportion as in 
beef ana mtitton. They contain, how- 


er, more phosphorus—tlie active fish, 


such as trout and pickerel, containing a 
still greater amount, due no doubt to 
their activity. The amount of carbon 
depends largely upon tho amount of fat 
they coutain. The wbitefisb are, there- 
fore, ^deficient in carbon. If you should 
ask aa intelligent cook-what vegetable 
to serve with a boiled white fish she 
would answer quickly, potatoes, as they 
supply the wanting carbohydrates. 


"There are other kinds of fish, how- 


ever, such as salmon, catfish and stur- 
geon, that are quite well supplied with 
carbohydrates, in consequence of which 
they arc not KO easily digested as the 
white fisb. Tho more oil they have dis- 
persed through the body, the more diffi- 
cult the digestion. In the white fish the 
fat is held in the liver; in the dark fish 
it is dispersed through the entire flesb. 
From this fact we leurn tbat dark figb 
make a much better diet for the active 
man. Many authorities affirm tbat the 
more active fish, as well as the more 
active animals, give better muscle mak- 
ing food than their more indolent rela- 
tions. "'

CoM Bast Ignition. 


A proof of the remarkable ease with 


which dry coal dust- may be brought to 
ignition., even by exposure to the sun's 
rays, and also an explanation of many :r 
fire at similar surface buildings in col- 
lieries und elswhere, in which timber, 
etc.. covered with coal dust may be in 
intimate, connection with heated metal 
plates, has been afforded in a German 
colliery. The. surface works of the col- 
liery are made chiefly of iron, the gal- 
vanized corrugated 'sheets which form 
the walls of the building being supported 
by strong iron girders. It became neces- 
sary to repair a pipe passing through 
one of the sheets forming a wall facing 
the south. A mechanic, oa going to re- 
move the layer of coal dust- from a girder 
close to^tbe sheet, burned his hand. The 
official inquiry showed that the layer of 
coal cinsr, which contained a large pro- 
portion of pulverized rock, had become 
ignited along the whole length of the 
metal wall. The heat of tho sun had 
struck right through and the coal dust, 
as was proved by the layer of white'ash 
on the top, had been burning for a con- 
siderable time.—St. Louis Crlobe-Derao- 
crat.

recently drilled in tbe largest oil 
well that has ever been drilled in 
Indiana. A couple of months ago 
they formed s pool and sent a repre- 
sentative down 10 Alexandria to 
lease territory, acd they coon had 
a block of eleven hundred acres 
under 
lease. 
They 
then 
put 


down a test well on the Kim. Carver 
farm, two miles east of Alexandria. 
When tber got into the oil sand 
they struck a heavy body of ga» and 
concluded that the well was a gasser 
only. 


After deliberating they determined 


to go deeper and seek for tbe second 
oil sand. The drill went along un- 
til they had 112 feet of oil aand, with 
no salt water and only a slight show - 
ing of oil. 
The drill was then 


stopped and the well sbot with 140 
quarts. The next day after the shot 
the well produced 40 barrels of oil. 
The nest day /the output had in- 
creased to 70 barrels, and the next 
day—Saturday—it surprised every- 
body by flowing 4SO barrels. 
The 


tankage which had been provided 
was soon filled, and bafore any 
additional tankage could be procured 
there was as much as a tank of oil on 
the ground. And it was impossible 
to shut it down. Two additional 
tanks were provided as speedily as 
possible and the flaw restrained as 
much as possible, yet the stuff comes 
out faster than it can be taken care 
of.The Standard Oil Company at once 
put a number of men to work laying 
»line to care for the product of the 
Indiana monster. 
in the meantime every available 


foot of ground in the neighborhood of 
the big well is being leased and even 
the farms remote from it are being 
overran with leasers, willing to pay 
almost auy sort of rental to get a 
block of territory.
